The game of weather is played on a 
map, and the chief points in it, as in that

Every dog has his day, of course, though 
the nights belong to the cats, but these 
are particularly the days of the dog. So, 
tiil Sept. 1, you may expect just the sort 
of weather you'll get—and no other. Tues- 
day will be a series of sunshine and shade 
and showers, but I can't tell which hours 
will be bright and which ones dark. There 
are too many thigh-low’ points in the game 
to-day to make guessing certain.”’ 

This dog-day season, when the dog- 
star and the sun become boon companions 
and fellow travelers, is a funny time of 
year. It began just at the close of July 
and will last till September. In dog-days, 
all dogs are supposed to be subject to mad- 
ness, and it’s dangerous, when Towser is 
dreamily snapping at files and basking in 
the sunshine, to disturb him. Remember, 
it’s his day and let him enjoy it. 

But don’t go swimming in dog-days. If 
you do, you may get cramps. It is peculi- 
arly dangerous to wet your head in dog- 
days; that is, to “duck under.’’ Why, no 
one can say, but every mother warns her 
boys about it—and the boys straightaway 
pay no attention to the caution. 

You musn’t eat oysters, of course, in dog- 
days—there is no ‘“‘R’’ in August.

Nor must 
you bareheaded in the sun; and be care- 
ful about your drinking water. Dog-days ate 
the special season of vaccination, so dont 
work too hard. Flirtations during the dog- 
nt, and engagements 
between maid and s in in this season are 
brief and fleeting as a sunbeam s kiss.

So be happy while the dog-star holds tet |

They went immediately to the Sec- 
retary'’s private office, where were Secre- 
taries Gage and Hitchcock, and were soon 
a by Adjutant-General Corbin and 
ajor Hopkins, the latter being the mili- 
tary secretary of Secretary Alger. A mo- 
ment later Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn 
and Judge Cole entered the room, where the 
Judge was formally presented to the new 
Secretary. The commission bearing date 
to-day was im possession of Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Corbin. By this time all of the army 
officers on duty in the department had 
gathered in the main office and Mr. Root 
and Secretary Alger and other members of 
the party entered the room. 
It was 10:4 when Mr. Root stood up and 
took the oath of office. Judge Cole then 
addressed him as “Mr. Secretary,’ and 
shook hands and congratulated him. Gen. 
Alger then advanced and shook his hand 
most cordially, and said, with evident

CONFINED TO THE HOME. 
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FIGHTING THE FEVER 


SEVEN DEATHS OF THE YELLOW 
DISEASE AT HAMPTON. 


So Far the Authorities Have Prevent- 
ed a Spread of the Malady From 
Point of Origin. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—Thé latest offi- 
cial advices show a total of thirty-seven 
cases and seven deaths of yellow fever at 
the Soldiers’ Home at Hampton, Va. 

Thus far, the disease has been confined 
to the Home, but all surrounding towns are 
excited, and a vigorous quarantine is being 
maintained. Dr, Wasdin, of the Marine 
Hospital service, is in charge of affairs at 


Hampton, and is working in co-operation 
with the local boards of health. He has 
strengthened the cordon about the town of 
Phoebus, which, he reports, is in a very 
bad sanitary condition. 

Dr. Farquahar at Portsmouth reported 
this. morning’ that he was in close touchy 
with” the authorities at Portsmouth and 
Berkeley, and that all were quiet, with’ 
no suspected cases. 
‘ In reply to a telegraphic request from the 
Mayor of Norfolk, Surgeon-General Wy- 
man turned over to the Norfolk authori- 
ties Craney Island below Norfolk to be uéed 
in case of need as an isoatian and deten- 
tion camp. 

It was recently turned over by the navy 
to the jurisdiction of the Marine Hospital 
Service. <A telegram was sent to-day by. 
Gen. Wyman to Surgeon Pettus at Old 
Point directing him at once to institute a 
thorough sanitary investigation as far as 
Fhoebus. Surgeon Wasdin at Phoebus was 
order to make a house to house inspec- 
tion there. This is in accordance with the 
plan for a thorough investigation of the 
whole area surrounding the infected Home. 

The situation is regarded as favorable ta- 
day. There has been no outbreak of fever 
outside of the original quarantine line. 
Each day that passes without such devel- 
opment increases the confidence of the Sur- 
geen-cene that the fever will be con- 

ned to the original focus of infection, and 
stamped out there. he usual period of in- 
cubation of the digease is from three to 
five days, although it has extended to li 
days. . The time since the first outbreak is 
now almost up to the usual quarantine 
limit. It is believed, however, that even in 
case of an outbreak in the Httle settlement 
at Phoebus, the community there can be 
so guarded as to prevent any further 
spread. 

The old scldier who ig supposed ‘to be 
responsible for the importation of the fever 
from Cuba to Hampton has not yet been 
apprehended, although several inmates of 
the home have been recognized and de- 
tained as various points. It is said by the 
Marine Hospital authorities that there is 
but little danger of the further spread of 
the disease by the soldier in question. He 
had not developed the fever himself, when 
he left the home. 

Objections have already been raised to 
the determination reached by Gen. Merritt 
to send the garrison at Fort Monroe to Bat- 
tery Point, Delaware. rgeon-General 
Wyman has called the attention of the War 
Department to the fact that it is not far 
enough north to take a garrison which pos- 
sibly may have yellow fever infection. It 
would ba dangerous, he says, to the troops 
and the people in that vicinity. At the War 
tee y omg it is said the whole matter 
had been turned over to Gen. Merritt. Sur- 
geon-General Wyman has refused to allow 
the troops to be sent by rail through Wash- 
ington from Fort Monroe and they will be 
taken across the bay to Cape Charles and 
then by rail to mattcry Point. None of the 
transportation companies operating in Ches- 
apeake Bay and Hampton Roads would 
take the troops by water to Battery Point.

MORE SOLDIERS 
TO FIGHT YAQUIS; 


the Scene of Uprising. 


AMERICANS AMONG THE VICTIMS 


GENERAL IN COMMAND KILLED 
IN THE FIRST FIGHT. 


St. Louisan Who Has Just Returned 
From the Troubled Valley Says 
the Indians Are Good Fight- 
ers and Well Armed. 


EL PASO, Tex., Aug. 1.—More Mexican 
troops are being hurried :to the Yaqui River 
Valley since the reported encounters, 40 
miles south of Ortiz Saturday, in which it 
is reported Gen. Torres, commander of the 
Firgt ‘Military Zone, J. F. Remley, a mer- 
chant of Hermosillo, and E. Miller, a pho- 
tographer, were among those reported killed, 
A battery from Chihuahua passed through 
here yesterday and more reinforcements 
will reach here to-morrow. The troops go 
to the Yaqui country by way of Nogales, 
Ariz., permission having been secured from 
the United States Government. 

Meager reports from Ortiz say that it is 

impossible to secure accurate figures as to 
the total number killed in the new war 
with the Yaquis, but the estimate of 50 on 
each side is not considered excessive. 
Several other Americans beside those 
named are said to have been killed in the 
Small towns adjacent to Ortiz. Remley had 
lived in Sonora 12 years, and was formerly 
agent for the Wells-Fargo Express Co. 
at Hermosillo. His mother, sister and other 
relatives live in ‘Missouri. 
The inhabitants of the Yaqui Valley are 
deserting homes and mining camps and flee- 
ing to the guarded settlements for safely. 
Col. Kosterlitzky, formery of the United 
States Army, and now commanding at Mag- 
dalena, 225 miles from the ecene of the dis- 
turbances, ie expected to re-enforce the 
Twelfth Regiment in a day or two with a 
battalion. ‘Troops are being mobilized at 
all central points. 

No information is obtainable as yet of the 
number of fighting Indians under arms, 
but if the outbreak is of the proportions of 
the war ended in 1897, the number may be 
placed at between 3000 and 4000. This does 
not represent their total fighting strength. 
The Yaquis never send their entire forces 
into the field. One-half their number is 
kept at work in the cities and towns, and 
their earnings are sent as sinews of war 
to the fighters. This method has been 
pursued in every campaign for the past 30 
years. 

This outbreak is a surprise to the State 

and army officials. When the Yaquis at 
Torin, their capital, signed a perpetual 
treaty with Gen. Torres, two years ago 
last May, and surrendered their arms to 
him, they were given several hundred 
square miles of magnificent land in the 
Lower Yaqui River Valley, to be theirs and 
their children’s forever, if they remained 
at peace. At the same time the General 
warned them to dig up the hatchet meant 
not only a confiscation of this land, but a 
war of extermination. 
The Yaquis, desperate fighters, are su- 
perior in bravery and markmanship to the 
average (Mexican, and maintain that the 
territory they inhabit was a legacy from 
their forefathers long before the present 
race of Mexicans claimed it. It is probably 
for their claimed inheritance they are now 
battling.

An Army Officer's Opinion of 
the Luzon Campaign. 


FILIPINOS GROWING STRONGER. 


WELL-ARMED AND WELL-FED 
AND CLOTHED. 


American Troops Lose Their Energy 
After a Campaign of Six Months 
in the Hot Swamps of the 
Philippines. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The most se- 
rious view of the situation in the Philip- 
pines that has come from a trustworthy 
source, is that contained in a letter from 
an army officer, to the Associated Press. 
For obvious reasons the name of. the writer 
is withheld. The officer makes plain the 
difficulties in the way of subjugating the 
natives, and explains why the volunteers 
had no desire to re-enlist. They were 
completely enervated by the climate. 

It is shown that the Filipinos are stron- 
ger now than they were slx months ago, 
and have lost none of their energy and 
enthusiasm. This statement is borne out 
by the news of the native attack in “a- 
lamba, when a deseprate effort was made 
to retake the place from the Americans. 
The Filipinos in this instance took the 
initiative, which indicates that they have 
not lost their courage. The lettter follows: 


“Manila, June 27.—The arrival of the 
rainy seagon finds the insurrection as vig- 
orous as it has been at any time since the 
outbreak. The insurgent armies are well 
recruited, notwithstanding their heavy loss- 
es, and are well fed andclothed. They have 
profited by their five months of warfare 
against the Americans. They are fast 
adopting American tactics and are becoming 
better disciplined and more skillful in the 
use of their weapons every day. 

“One hundred thousand soldiers should 
be here ready for business by the beginning 
of the dry season in November. Garrisons 
could then be stationed at strategic points, 

“A continuous warfare cannot be carried 
on in this enervating climate by the same 
troops. Frequent reliefs are necessary. 

“Troops should not be kept here longer 
than a year. Men from a northern climate 
retain their native vigor for six or eight 
monthe after their arfival here and then 
begin to succumb to the various ailments 
of gropical weather. This is exemplified in 
the cases of the volunteers and those regu- 
lars who have been in the Philippines since 
last summer. The most of them are satur- 
ated with malaria, many have rheumatism 
and all are greatly debilitated. They are 
unfit for further duty and recuperation 
seems slow and unsatisfactory. As it is 
with them so it is likely to be with their 
successors. 

‘*The 8,000,000 people of the Philippines are 
- highly civilized as the 12,000,000 of Mex- 
co. 

“Tf the American people will imagine the 
United States to have acquired Mexico 
against her will and to be engaged in an 
attempt to put down a general rebellion of 


‘Mexicans with 20,000 troops, they will have 


a duplicate picture, at close range, of the 
situati@n in the Philippines, with the ex- 
ception that the climate of the Philippines 
ig from 10 to 15 degrees more tropical than 
that of Mexico.”’ 


BEVERIDGE 18 ALL RIGHT 


News of the Indiana Senator Who 
Made a Tour of the 
Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The State De- 
partment has gucceeded in locating Senator 
Beveridge of Indiana, over whose where- 
abouts some anxiety was felt by his friends, 
A cablegram to Consul ‘Harris at Nagasaki 
elicited the following reply received this 
morning: 

‘“Beveridge is all right.’’ 

The Senator was a passenger on the 
steamer Empress of India and was detained 
in quarantine at Nagasaki. 

A letter from Manila dated June 10 says 
of the Senator’s observations in the Philip- 
pines: 

“Senator Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana, 
who has just left here, has been a good 
deal of a puzzle. 

“‘He told all inquirers when he came that 
he was here mainly for recreation and 
rest. Yet the second day after his arrival 
he went by train to the Bogbog River and 
thence at.a gallop in the hot afternoon sun 
to Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters at San 
Fernando, an extreme outpost. He ‘spent 
most of the night in consultation with Gen. 
‘MacArthur, made a tour of the outposts 
and returned to Manila the next day on top 
of an iron-roofed car. 

‘*This is a fair sample of the way he has 
spent his time. He has been on the firing 
line. He has gone out through the ty- 
phoons to visit the men in the trenches 
and find out how they were taking the de- 
scending torrents and the oceans of mud. 
He has been in the interior, going unarmed.

We must remember, 
however, that although we have now been 
fighting some time, we have conquered 4 
territory only about 560 miles to the north 
of Manila and only about 16 miles to the 
south—a very small, half-moon section, and 
a mere bagatelle compared with the im- 
mense area of the archipelago.

000 people in the islands. If the additional 
troops sent to Gen. Otis cannot restore 
peace, Congresss will have to deal th the 
problem. 1 do not care at this time to Sug- 
gest what course ought to be pursued. e 
ought to have by the first of December, 
however, some definite informtion upon 
which to act. ‘By that time we will know 
whether the war is to be speedily termina- 
ted or whether the situation will have to be 
met by heroic measures, inciuding the rais- 
ing of an immense army. 

7 KILLED; 20 WOUNDED. 
The American Loss at the Battle of 
Calamba. 

MANILA, Aug. 1.—Sunday’s fight at Ca- 
lamba was a warm one. The insurgents 
were unwilling to abandon the place, which 
is the key to the lake road. Gen, Hall, 
hearing that ‘Maj. Weisenberger, with three 
companies of the Twenty-first Infantry, 
three troops of cavalry and one of Hamil- 
ton's guns to attack the insurgents. This 
detachment found’a force of 1000 rebels be- 
hind hastily made intrenchments. The reb- 
els held their fire until the contingent of 
the Twenty-first Regiment was within 300 
wards, when they fired a volley. The Amer- 
icans dropped in the high grass out of sight 
and returned the fire. 

Lieut. Love, who was walking erect along 
the front of the men, was shot in the 
arm. An insurgent officer, equally brave, 
stood at the top of the trenches and di- 
rected the fire of the insurgents until he 
was killed, when the Filipinos fled. 

During the fighting on the north side of 
the town, a small body of insurgents at- 
tempted to enter on the south side, but a 
troop of cavalry repulsed them. 

The total American loss at Calamba was 
seven killed and 2 wounded. Sixteen dead 
insurgents have been found. The Amer- 
ican garrison at Morong !s going to Ca- 
lamba. A body of insurgents has visited 
Tayvtay, where they killed several natives 
who were friendly to the Americans.

Those two contests will take place at Clin- 
ton, Io. 

*On-.-Aug. 10 I will

“In the same ring Tom Dugan, light 
heavyweight of Australia, and Jack Gra- 
ham, Pittsburg’s 160-pound man, and Harry 
Harris and Joe Hueglett, 110-pound men 
both of Chicago, will appear in 2#-round 
contests.

Next to (McCoy, the most prominent 
among the visiting delegates. was Tom 
O’Rourke, the manager of the Lenox, New 
York’s big fighting club. O’Rourke is a 
fine, big, good-natured looking fellow, and 
he laughed end jollied the rest Monday 
night just as though he. had not traveled 
a th@eusand miles to see a fight which did 
not come off. 

“Of course I think Sharkey will lick Jef- 
fries,”” said O’Rourke. “If I didn’t think 
so I wouldn't have made the match. 
“Sharkey will leave San Francisco on 
August 6, and come direct to New York, 
where he will do all his training for his 
fight with Jeffries in October. 
‘It will be a great fight, the first that 
has perhaps ever taken place between two 
real giants, and the winner of it will be 
considered a sure enoujti champion.”’

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HIS FINAL BREST. 


HE WAS A STURDY VOLUNTEER. 


Hero of Three Wars—Liked Most to 
Talk About His Fights With the 
Northwestern Savages. 


The funeral of Gen. Nelson Colé, whose 
death was announced in late editions of 
Monday's Post-Dispatch, will probably be 


held Wednesday. 
Capt. W. R. Hodges has charge of the 


arrangements and does not wish to set an 
hour until the General's son, Lieut. Cole 
of the Seventh Cavalry, now in Cuba, is 
heard from. The Captain expects a cable- 
gram by Tuesday evening. 

Gen. Cole served the United States in 
three wars. He was commissioned Briga- 


dier-General of Volunteers by President 
McKinley tn 1898. It is believed that it was 


ness that has ended his life. His death 
Monday afternoon has been expected by 
physicians and family for more than a 
week. 

Gen, Cole, for a man whose name was 
before the public so much, was personally 
little known. He cared nothing for no- 
vores For years, any list of prominent 
men here contained him, but one rarely 
saw the man. He was on the Board of 
Trade membership roll, but he seldom was 
on ‘change. He was almost taciturn, 
though “he had a wonderful story to tell 
and it was a task to induce him to talk of 
himself or his exploits. 

Gen. Cole readily admitted that he was 
in the Civil War, and that he served 4s 
iChief of Artillery under Schofield, Rose- 
crans and Dodge. But he was silent whan 
it came to his part in the slege of Vick#- 
burg, when he took to the field and djé@ 
not a little with a battery to win that great 
victory. That was characteristic of the 
man. 

But, if one got the General started on his 
Indian fighting after the war, among the 
Savages in the Northwest, when the rail- 
road stopped at ha and the rest of the 
world was the deyil’s own land—then the 
General talked! 

“Gen. Dodge ordered me out on that 
Powder River expedition,’’ he said, one 
time. “I turned in eight Datteries and they 
were equipped as cavalry. There were 1000 
men, fine fellows, and was told to take 
them up there and restore peace. | 

‘‘We went to Omaha in sleepers and there 
eight troops of the Twelfth Missouri Cay- 
alry reported to me. We started overland 
to Columbus, skirting the Black Hills and 
crossing the Missouri, passing through 
what is now the Pine Ridge Country, where 
Fort Meade is to-day.. There. were oO 
roads, and we traveled by compass, as 
the ongacere laid out the route, day by 
day. ‘We were the first troops that ever 
went into that country, and ail the guide 
we had waé c*: old United States map that 
was wholly unreliable. 

‘“‘We passed through the Bad Lands and 
at last reached Powder River, about 16 
miles from its mouth, where it flows ‘into 
the Yellowstone. Then we ran out of ra- 
tions! I had expécted to find food at Pow 
der River, but none was there. 

‘‘We felt our waay down the river five 


r 
six miles, but the bluffs closed in on ts 
and we couldn’t get through. We waited 
over night and then went back. Then we 
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But they were generally armed wilh 
bows and arrows—otherwise, there’d beén 
no history of that expedition ever told. 

{But we went after them, half-starved 
as we were. That's why we came We 
fought them till noon; then they fled. We 
lost seven dead and one wounded, but we 
slaughtered them. But our position was 
too dangerous to hold, so we moved the 
river. At the forks of the little and big 
Pawdu Rivers, three days later, 
the savages again. We had a fierce fight 
but we drove them across the river an 
had a clear front. 

“That night we fought another battle 
with the elements. ‘We passed through/ia 
frightful storm and in the morning counted 
700 mules and horses dead. That day e 
camped in the timber and huge fires saved 
us from freezing to death. Then we at- 
tacked and destroyed their village. | 

‘We were living on horse and mule meat 
and we did so for days. Oh, yes, I ate it, 
too. Finally, scouts from Ft. Conners, five 
or six days’ distant, reached us with the 
welcome news that our rations were there. 
We thrived after that. Thence, we went 
to Omaha, returned here and were mus- 
tered out—and that ended it.”’ 

Gen. Cole entered the army as Captain of 
Company A, Fifth Missouri Volunteer In- 
fantry, April 21, 1861. He was commissioned 
major of artillery in August, 1863, and as 
lieutenant colonel Oct. 2, 1868. He was 
made cdlonel in February, 1864. He served 
all through Missouri-.and in Arkansas in 
the frontier army. He chased Price and 
Shelby in Missouri and was discharged 
finally Nov. 13, 1865. ‘ 

After the war the General returned to 
civil life, where he took up his old work in 
the company of which he was the head. 
He served a term in the City- Council. 
When the war with Spain was declared 
Gen. (Cole was among the first to receive 
an appointment. He was appointed briga- 
dier general of volunteers May 28, . and 
during the war was stationed at Camp 
Alger. Thoroughfare Gap, Camp Meade, 
and finally at Columbia, where he remained 
until last February, when he returned to 
St. Louis, being mustered out in March,
